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"SHIFTING. 


The following extract, clipped 
from the columns of a local ex- 
change. indicates how volatile many 

e ople are and how quickly they 
are affected by present indications, 
forgetting the lessons of the past, 
even if these were dearly bought : 

‘ A number of farmers are breaking up 
a, of their pasture ground, believing 
that on an average grain pays better and 
is less trouble than stock.” 

There is many a “ slip betwixt 
cup and lip.” It’s hardly sate just 
yet to bank on the wheat crop. 
While “on an average grain may 
pay better than stock,” there is no 
good reason why stock should not 
be made to return. a good deal 
better profit than the “ average ” 
man makes out of them. 


The unprecedented growth in the 
Territories as a whole—and this 
district in particular—renders it 
necessary for our farmers to be 
particularly cautious as to the 
spreading of noxious weeds. A 
favorableseason forcrops is natural- 
ly a favorable season for weeds,and 
a little work now may save much 
annoyance in the future. 


And in 
the event of a damaged wheat crop 
or an abundant coarse grain crop 
the only: profitable way to dispose 
of it is through live stock of one 
kind or another. “ It’s an ill wind 
that blows nobody good,” and it’s 
some consolation to think that the 
more people break up their pastures 
and go out of stock, the greater 
profits will those make who stay 
right with it. The writer of the 
above clipping says these farmers 
consider there is “less trouble,” in 
srain-growing than stock-raising, 
Cut that depends ; and the man 
who acts on that theory may land 
himself into a heap more _ trouble 
than had he kept right on trying 
to improve and make more profit- 
able the stock he had. Raising 
nondescript, scrub horses that no- 
body wants, cows that won't milk 
more than five or six months of 
the year, or give more than 100 
pounds of butter in a season, won't 
pay, certainly, and unless a deter- 
mined effort is made to raise more 
yrofitablestock,a man might as well 
fee ak up his pastureand go in for all 
wheat. Of course, in this Province 
wheat is king, and will, in all likeli- 
hood, so remain, and there is no 
doubt that sooner or later the 
necessity will be forced upon people 
to put their wheat land into a grass 
rotation in order to re-supply it 
with humus, root tiber, to prevent 
soil drifting, to conserve moisture, 
and to improve the mechanical con- 
dition of the soil, so that wheat 
may continue to be profitably 
grown. With cultivated grass, 
more stock can be kept on less 
area and kept better, and the more 
certain and convenient supply of 
hay will make it easier to carry 
the stock through the winters, 
which influences so greatly the 
yrotit or loss in stock-raising— 
‘seed Advocate.

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OUR OTTAWA LETTER 


HAVE THE YUKON OFFICIALS 
BEEN SPECULATING 


At the Expense of the Pioneer 
Miners ? — Our Correspond- 
ent Says “No,” and Gives 
the “Facts of the Case.” 
—@Other Interesting Yukon 
Matters—Penny-Postage,&c. 


Ottawa, July 6th, 1898.—Some promin- 
ence has been given during the past few 
days to a statement originating in a Win- 
nipeg paper which charges Government 
officials in the Yukon with using valuable 
information gained in their official capac- 
ity to their personal advantage and to the 
public loss. It is illeged that when rich 
discoveries were reported to the Crown, 
the Registrar and Inspector of Mines im- 
mediately staked off adjoining claims 
which they now hold for speculative pur- 
poses. If this were the case the protest so 
vehemently offered by the Conservative 
press would be endorsed by all friends 
of honest administration ; but the facts 
appear to be otherwise. 

THE PACTS OF THE CASE. 


The official who is understood to have 
secured an option on Monte Cristo Island, 
the case under consideration, is Mr. Wade 
who is Clerk of the Peace and Crown 
Attorney for the district under the De- 
partment of Justice at Ottawa. Mr. 
Wade is neither Registrar nor , Inspector 
of Mines, and has no special means, as a 
Government official, of securing infor- 
mation which would enable hin to locate 
any claim or give him any advantage over 
others. 

The principal official in Dawson City is 
Mr. Fawcett, a Conservative who has been 
several years in the public service and is 
a Conservative appointee. He is Gold 
Commissioner at Dawson City and the 
only man whose official duties would 
place him in possession of the information 
that could be turned to personal pecun- 
iary advantage, If any irregularities of 
the nature complained of have occurred, 
Mr. Fawcett must know of them and is 
responsible, but from his past record and 
well established reputation there is no 
suspicion of any questionable action on 
his part or on the part of the others with 
his knowledge. This is equally true of 
all other Government officials in the dis- 
trict from Major Walsh down. So far

|on. Mr. Ogilvie never was Administrator 
| of the Yukon nor did he at any time have 
/ more authority to administerthe laws than 
the poorest miner in the country. He was 
‘sent in in charge of an ordinary survey 
party, his only duty being those of a 
| Surveyor. For many months before his 
| return to civilization he had been anxious 
| to come out to complete his returns and 
| make his report to the Surveyor-General 
' at Ottawa. While not desiring to detract 
from the well-deserved reputation which 
Mr. Ogilvie enjoys as a result of his con- 
| duct while in the far North, it may be 
| pointed out that he himself has stated 
that he at no time felt debarred by his 
official obligations from taking up claims, 
but that, having been frequently called 
upon by miners to adjudicate disputes 
between them he would not hamper his 
position as an arbitrator by any personal 
interest in matters that might be under 
dispute. 
MR. OGILVIE’S REPORT IGNORED. 
Another fact that is worth remember~ 
ing is that Mr. Ogilvie frequently urged 
upon the late Government the necessity 
and importance of providing for the ad- 
ministration of the Yukon but his reports 
were pigeon holed, and no attention was 
given to the matter until Mr. Sifton be- 
came a member of the present Govern- 
ment and took charge of the Interior. 
Since that time the development of the 
country and the provision for the efficient 
administration of the common law and 
the mining regulations have been pro- 
gressing side by side with marvellous 
strides. And so thoroughly has the re- 
putation of the country and the law abid- 
ing character of its people been establish- 
ed throughout the world and in spite of 
obstacles thrown in the way by the op- 
ponents to the Government that space 
need not be taken to further discuss the 
matter. Credit for this is due alike to 
the administrative head here and to the 
capable and honest officials charged with 
carrying out his instructions. As far as 
any reliable authenticated information 
has been received these latter without 
exception have proved true to their trust 
under exceptionally onerous conditions, 
and it is a poor return for services effic- 
iently and faithfully rendered and for 
which no ordinary pecuniary acknow- 
ledgement can be adequate compensation: 
to circulate unsubstantiated stories re- 
flecting upon their honesty of purpose. 
A SIGNIFCANT SILENCE. 


It is a significant circumstance that 
these stories of wrong doing cease during 
the time Parliament is in Session, only to 
gain currency again as soon as the House 
prorogues. Statements similar to this 
were published some weeks ago, but not 
a word was said about it in the House, 
where the truth could have been quickly 
established. Such however has been the 
history of all the stories about the ad- 
ministration of the department of the 
Interior—those who start a false report | 
are not the men to be honest enough to 
seek the truth and publish it with equal 
assiduity. 

IMPERIAL UNITY. 

The lateat advices from old London in- 
dicate that the Pastmaster - General's 
scheme for an Imperial Penny Postage 
rate is finding favor with the delegates to 
the Inter-Imperial Postal Conference. 
“ Once again,” says the cablegram, is 
Canada asserting herself as the pioneer 
of the Empire.” 

Undeterred by the apparent failure of 
the Petersen-TateCompany to float the fast 
steamship line between Canada and the 
old country, the Government is actively 
engaged in negotiating fresh arrange- 
ments which will accomplish the much 
desired object, and there is little doubt 
that the Minister of Railways will be able 
to report substantial progress upon his 
return from England. 

NOTES 


The name of B. B, Osler, Q.C., brother 
of the Conservative Member for West 
Toronto, is freely mentioned as the Lib- 
eral candidate in North Simcoe in the bye- 
election necessitated by the lamentable 
death of the late Dalton McCarthy. Mr. 
Osler would be a strong candidate and 
his election to the House of Commons 
wonld be a distinct acquisition to the 
councils of the nation. 

It is a fact worth noting that at the 
very time when the revised tariff of the 
Liberal policy is coming into full effect 
with the complete operation of the pre-

sheer ennui, Those who think this have 
never lived in the cotton manufacturin 
districts of Lancashire and still less have 


they been to Blackpool, the Coney Island » 


of every factory hand from Accrington to 
Blackburn, for even to be in this delec- 
table spot is to be happy. apart from any 
amusement offered there. Every factory 
town gives its hands a vacation of a week 
in the season, and they betake themselva 
to Blackpool. 


Not a soul among the fac- | 


tory people is left in town—man, woman | 


or child—save the sick or bedridden. Each 
town must choose a different week for its 
holiday, for Blackpool, though quite a 
large place, could not contain all the 


hordes that descend upon it, and it would | 
be impossible to get the people to go to | 


any other place for their outing. 
For days beforehand the ‘‘lasses’’ 


are | 


seen on the street, their heads bristling | 


with crimping pins or curl papers, prepar- 
ing the marvelous holiday bang which 
sticks out indefinitely in front, a veritable 
haystack.

Then you hear some one suggesting a 
visit to ‘Uncle Tom's Cabin,’’ and you 
get into the electric car—the pride of 
Blackpool and the only one nearer than 
Liverpool, and most wonderfully slow it 

In the car the singing and the good ne 
tured horse play continue. **Unele Tom’s 
Cabin” proves to be a litle hut on a bluff 
in front of which stand images of Uncle 
Tom and Little Eva. Inside the principal 
attractions are marionettes, and ginger pop 
and the sucking of oranges are redoubled. 
Outside groups of men and women are 
throwing cocoanuts at painted images. If 
you hit the image three times, you get the 
cocoanut, This is all the attraction there 
is to draw one to ‘* Uncle Tom's Cabin,” 
yet it is filled day in and day out with a 
never failing crowd. You must not forget 
to visit the Eiffel tower, the crowning 
glory of Blackpool, and exactly like the 
original one in Paris, only half its size 
Afterward if yonare boldand enterprising 
you can go out for a ‘sail.’

He was appointed lay 
reader to Rev. W. E. Brown and in 
September, 1894, was ordained Deacon of 
this Parish by the late Dr. Burn, and in 
April of the following year he was ap- 
pointed Incumbent, which position was 
rendered vacant by the removal of Rey. 
W. E. Brown to St. Paul’s, Regina. In 
December following he was raised to the 
Priesthood. 

During Mr. Watson’s sojourn in Moose 
Jaw he has made many friends through- 
out the district, who deeply regret that 
he has thonght it expedient to change his 
tield of labor.
